While we do not wish to disparage the county or her peo­ 
ple. we do not hesitate to say the roads in Comanche county are 
the worst within our knowldege, within the state. 
The time is now propitious for 
the 
improvements 
of 
our 
roads. 
There are 
several different ways to obtain Good Roads, but 
we believe the 
matter 
of a Bond 
Issue the best and cheapest in the 
end. 
Much money is wasted on our roads in patch and piece meal 
work. 
We spend something like $20,000.00 per year in this way. 
At 
the end of 40 years in this way we will have expended $800,000 
and still have the same old patched up roads, 
while if we issue 
bonds and build good permanent roads, at the end of 40 years we 
will have paid off the bonds, will have good roads, will have had 
the use of them for some time, will have saved the farmers thousands 
of dollars in time and wear and tear on their teams, and vehicles, 
and will have enhanced the value of all property in the county 
considerably. 
Some say it is not right to saddle a debt on coming genera­ 
tions. 
Why is it not right to ask coming generations to pay 
at 
least in part for the luxuries we have provided for them? 
If they are to secure the benefit of same—why should thev not 
be expected to pay at least in part for them? 
We take the position that bonds can be voted in Comanche 
county, good roads built, and the tax rate not increased one cent 
to pay for same.

into a silo. 
Thori* all tlo* goodness 
there is 
in

Without loss; in shocks it iliav !>•* 
dilleivut. for*any amount of grain 
^ com ing when this droutli katlir i> 
in th«* shock \\ ill seriously damage 
the fodder. 
There is little enough 


v i it. we all know, if we may sax • 
it all, and to handle it in such 
shape that rains would damage 
what there is would leave of value 
to winter the stock upon. 
I he silo is a great saver of feed. 
W hatever corn or kaffir corn is 
worth when it is put in the silo, 
that much is it worth wh**n ii is 
taken out. 
This p ap er does not 
claim that th e silo adds to th«* 
feeding value of whatever is put 
in it, but it does claim that the 
silo retains all th«* fe«*dilig value 
ot the crop this is eorrectlv put 
in it. 
Drouth corn put in the shock 
shrinks 
greatly. 
A 
large-sized 
shock dries and weathers into a 
mere dum p in a few weeks. There 
seems to be nothing about it that 
will turn water, so when rain falls 
it sinks into the very center of 
^ht* shocks, th«* 1 odd«■ r molds from 
the wetting and rapidly los«-s its 
feeding value. This paper strong­ 
ly advises stacking ail shock corn 
as soon as it lias cured enough 
in th«* shock to be fit for tin* stack, 
for leaving in the shock surely- 
will prove wasteia! in ens«* of 
excessive fall and w inter rains. 
I he worst feature about siloing 
tiMfs year s crop is the short space 
of time left in which to g**t tin* 
silo and have it up and ready 
by the time the crop is ready, 
¡There is now no time left, for 
in u c h of tin* kaffir is ready for tin* 
silo, and much will be in the silo, 
¡by the time this appears in print. 
>f course it is possible to make 
rood silage out of very d ry fod- 
l a e r by using plenty of w ater with 
it. 
This th«* belated ones must 
do. 
W h eth er you have a silo or 
not, make up your mirnl to the fact 
that the silo is the place to store 
this crop in order to obtain the 
greatest feeding value from it.

law became operative Sept cm bet 
1. 
It is m*w in Texas, although 
compensation laws are the rule 
rather than the exception in the 
east. 
In mans respeets tin* l'exns 
law resembles those of tin* east* 
**m states, more particularly the 
M assmchus«*tt s law. 
The act. according to its caption, 
is for th** purpose of “ providing 
for the compensation of certain 
employes and their re|»resentatives 
and beneficiaries for personal in 
juries sustained in tin* course of 
employment and for deaths re­ 
sulting from such injuries, and 
to provide ¡uni determine in whet 
cause compensation shall be paid, 
and to make the payment thereof 
more certain and prompt by the 
creation of an insurance associ­ 
ation to insure and guarantee sueli 
payments, and of an industrial 
board for tin* investigation 
of 
claims »ml tin* adjunction thereof 
for contending parties. 
Primarily that is the object of 
the law. but И further provides 
for the manner in which it shall 
be worked by “ fixing lie* mem­ 
bership and powers of the board 
and “ iixilig also the powers. <|u 
t i«*s ami liabilities of said insur 
ance association."

sequent gain in time and labor 
sa ving. 
So the efficiency idea grew, and 
put into practice here, there and 
everywhere, 
until

topic of conversation. 
Yet, s t r a n g e to relate, although 
husbands talked business efficien­ 
cy over the dinner table with their 
wives and guests, the idea that 
th e r e COllld he Slicll a t ilin g s HS 
househould efficiency’ never s e e m ­ 
ed to OCClir to a nyone, at least 
for a long time. 
But there was 
just 
as 
much 
innate 
logic 
in 
household as in industrial 
**ncy; some one made a chance 
allusion to it s o m ew h ere, the germ 
1 of the idea grew and spread until 
now household efficiency has been 
| put 
into 
practice in 
so many 
progressive homes that well de­ 
fined principles for doing house- 
I work with the greatest success, 
and with minimum time and labor 
are available for ev e r y housewife. 
In the last analysis, household 
efficiency is first simply a matter 
of studying one's motions about 
I every’ item of housework until 
one has worked for 
oneself 
a 
standard and economical way* of 
doing every* task and to arrange 
a definite working schedule for 
each day. 
The next step is to 
study 
the arrangement 
of the 
kitchen, which, of course, is the 
main zone of housework in every 
home. 
The final step i* for the 
housewife to select the most ef­ 
ficient tools. 
Tile first step 0 
housework is not nearly as dif­ 
ficult as it seems on the surfac". 
Once a woman realizes that it ri 
a 
very awkward and wasteful 
method to wash dishes with the 
jdrainboard 011 her right and the 
dishes piled on her left, she will 
have the drainboard changed to 
her left and stack her dishes 011 
the right hand side, where they 
will he most quickly get-at-able. 
And, if sin* will go at her dish­ 
washing job with the idea 
of 
eliminati* o jwery minute of waste 
labor, s)4riMill *d's° quickly learn 
tin* importance of adjusting her 
dishpan to tin* right height and 
of sorting her dishes 
into 
the 
group ’hat must be wiped, and 
the group that need not be wiped 
because it 
comprises china ware 
that drains of its own 
accord. 
It is the same with dusting, sweep­ 
ing. bread-making— in everything 
that the mistress of the household 
does in the “ good, old fashioned 
w ay.” there are any number of 
wasteful 
steps, 
stoops 
and 
stretches that modern household 
efficiency’ would daily eliminate. 
Citing a well known example, the 
old time bricklayer used to stand 
before a brick wall, and when he 
wanted to lay’ brick he had to 
stoop, pick up a brick weighing 
four and one-half pounds from 
a mixed piled at his 
feet 
and 
carry it to the wall. 
If he hap­ 
pened to weigh 180 pounds, he 
would have to lower his bulk four 
feet every time lie picked up each 
of the two thousand brieks he 
laid in a day*. 
Due day, after liy 
had P itc h ed bricklayers at work, 
an efficiency* expert 
devised 
a 
simple little table, which holds 
the bricks in an orderly* pile at 
the w orkm an’s side. 
They are 
brought to him in orderly piles 
right side up. Because he doesn’t 
need to stoop or sort, the same 
men, who formerly could lay only 
one hundred and twenty brieks 
an hour, can lay three hundred 
bricks, and he uses only five mo­ 
tions, where formerly it required 
eighteen. What a suggestion there 
for t he woman, 
who when she 
sprinkles her clothes, stoops to 
lay* each separate piece in
